Dean West, Princeton, which de_- 
clared ""there fs altogether too much 
teaching at American universities 
and too little learning." 


"The average student wants' 


his information in a predigested 
form, just as some want their 
breakfast food," said George C. 
Sellery, dean of the College of 
Letters and Science.. "A large 
percentage 
of students 
must 


have lectures and guidance. , If 
they don't getj these, they will 
be stranded, and accomplish 
practically nothing. 
The aver- 


age American student is not 
ready for such a method of 
teaching.' ' 
Improving, Says Prof. O'Shea 
"Most colleges fail to develop a 


scholarly attitude in students," says 
Prof. O'Shea. "They learn by hejrt 
instead of searching put knowledge 
for themselves. 
Their chief inter- 


est is learning what is given them in 
lectures and books, instead of as- 
similating and using what they get 
at college. 
Methods of teaching in 


our colleges are improving. 
Stud- 


ents are developing resourcefulness.: 
initiative and independence.'' 


"No such sweeping generalization 


as that can be made by Prof. Kir- 
sopp Lake," said Prof. W. A. Scott, 
director of the'course in commerce. 
They must be lectured to, advised 
and carefully guided. 
But under 


the present methods of teaching In 
our colleges, it is impossible, if not 
harmful, to throw students back or 
on their own resourcefulness, be- 
cause the majority of students have 
not reached the point where they can 
be left to their own resources." 


Views of Miss Nardin 


"Thinking is not the easiest or 


the most congenial thing for many 
students," said Miss F. Louise Nar- 
din, dean of women. "Most profes- 
sors are doing too much teaching, 
jut that has been found necessary, 
Colleges still have students 'who 
come, not because they are eager to 
earn, but because it is genteel or 
gentlemanly to go to college. 


"Many women, too, don't try 


to get the most out of their col- 
lege studies, as college, 
for 


some, is a stop-gap between 
youth and marriage. 
The ideal 


method of teaching is the forum 
plan, where the student is the 
active and not the receptive per- 
son." 


Too Much Teaching 


"Teachers are certainly doing too 


much teaching, and students not 
enough learning," declared Prof. E. 
A. Ross. 
"When I went to college, 


students did a great deal more than 
they were assigned.. 
We did more 


reading, and we were left upon our 
own resources, to work out our own 
problems." 


"American professors do'too much 


teaching and students do too littl 
independent thinking," said G. C 
Comstock, dean of the 
graduate 


school.

"I deliberately insulted

triotic," Dr. McElroy said. "I 
stepped to the front of the plat- 
form and said I had wondered

that I believed I knew them."

What will be the situation when, gome 3,000,000 more men return to look 
for jobs? Tho strike at Belfast, Ireland is a direct repudiation of Par- 
liamentary action and is quite in sympathy with the Sinn Fein govern- 
ment recently elected. 


Reports from Italy indicate that an explosion may take place at any 


time. The labor lenders of Italy are calling for the abolition of monarchy 
and for a soviet government. 
The'sudden return of the Italian delegate, 


Orlando, to Rome, 'because of the resignation of the Italian cabinet, is 
significant of serious trouble in Italy. When President Wilson recently 
conferred with the Vatican he was afterwards 
rebuked by the Italian 


workers for refusing to address one of their labor conferences. They 
retaliated by darkening the city and cutting off transportation for two 
days. Here we soe that tho weapon of direct action is being used in 
Italy. 


In Portugal the recent attempted overthrow of the republic of the 


monarchist party, indicates that the working classes of Portugal are de- 
manding power and have broken with the present regime. Seeing this 
dissension, the monarchists took the opportunity and attempted the res- 
toration-of the Portuguese royalty. In Spain the working class and labor 
riots are frequent. While no recent reports have been received, therj is 
bitter class feeling in that county which may burst into flame at any 
moment. In Japan trouble is imminent, as is further indicated by the 
rapid. withdrawal of Japanese troops from Russia. The rice riots of a 
few months ago show the temper of the people, who are beginning to 
revolt against the imperialistic designs of their leaders.
